1 . After the Director's Meeting, I met with Col . White and agreed that, 
^.in addition to stopping printing orders for separate letterheads, that we would 
speak to the chiefs of support in DD/I and DD/S&T and advise diem quietly 
of the Director 's views on using only one Agency letterhead . CoKVWiiteagreed 
tha^w^o^d continue to participate in the intelligence course 
^^^^^^Hfor one more year, but that we should advise them of oSnSten^o 
oisassociate ourselves, at least insofar as furnishing instructors is concerned. 
C-l handed Col . White an EYES ONLY addendum to our report on areas where we 
may be sensitive should external Investigators take a crack at the Agency. A 
copy of this EYES ONLY addendum is attached .

5 . In the Policy and Planning Staff, Office of Finance briefing today, 
it became abundantly clear that Finance is still touchy about commuted travel 
and they are not particularly happy about the mailing of checks unless it Is to 
be more universal than we are led to believe Col .

Col . White, I understand, believes that it ought to be strictly optional .
